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DEPARTMENT  ORGANIZATION 

Administration  and  General  Services 
Technical  Services

The  administrative  and  general  services  group  is 
charged  with  the  proper  functioning  of  the  department, 
carrying  on  all  routine  office  procedures  and  maintaining 
records  of  the  activities  of  the  department.  All  licenses 
and  permits  are  processed  and  issued  by  this  group. 

The  technical  services  group  passes  on  all  applications 
and  plans  for  permits  for  the  erection,  alteration,  and 
repairing  of  buildings  and  structures.  It  also  conducts 
examinations  and  tests  of  materials  and  methods  used 
in  construction  of  buildings  and  makes  recommenda- 
tions to  the  Building  Commissioner  as  to  approval  or 
disapproval  of  such  methods  and  materials. 

The  construction  and  safety  inspections  group,  com- 
prising the  head  of  the  division,  two  chief  building 
inspectors,  one  chief  egress  inspector,  and  a  staff  of 
building,  egress,  and  zoning  inspectors,  inspects  and 
examines  all  buildings  and  structures  in  process  of  erec- 
tion, repair,  alteration,  or  demolition.  It  also  inspects 
all  buildings  as  to  proper  and  sufficient  means  of  egress 
in  relation  to  the  construction  and  occupancy  of  such 
structures. 

The  mechanical  inspections  section  is  charged  with 
the  inspection  of  all  mechanical  functions  in  connection 
with  the  erection  or  alteration  of  buildings  and  struc- 
tures. It  inspects  all  installations  or  extensions  of  plumb- 
ing, gasfitting,  elevator,  and  sprinkler  systems. 

The  electrical  inspections  group  examines  and  inspects 
all  electrical  work,  both  interior  and  exterior,  which 
comes  under  the  control  of  the  Building  Department. 

In  accordance  with  an  ordinance  passed  by  the  City 
Council  and  effective  as  of  December  1,  1956,  there  was 
established  a  revised  schedule  of  fees  for  permits  and 
licenses  issued  by  the  department.  This  revised  schedule 
has  brought  about  a  marked  increase  in  the  revenue  of 
the  department,  though  falling  far  short  of  making  the 
department  self-supporting.

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  20, 
Chapter  488,  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1924,  and  amend- 
ments thereto,  the  Board  of  Zoning  Adjustment  of  the 
City  of  Boston  submits  herewith,  in  the  form  of  its 
thirty-eighth  annual  report,  a  statement  of  its  acts 
and  doings  and  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1961. 

During  the  year  there  were  no  new  appointments  or 
reappointments  in  the  membership  of  the  Board. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  25, 
chapter  3,  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961,  the  Board 
organized  at  an  executive  meeting  on  September  27, 
1961,  by  its  election  of  the  following  officers:  Albert  V. 
Colman,  chairman;  Samuel  S.  Eisenberg,  vice-chairman. 
Miss  Mary  T.  Downey  and  Thomas  E.  McCormick 
were  reappointed,  respectivel}*^,  as  secretary  and  engineer. 
John  E.  Cassidy,  Jr.,  was  appointed  as  assistant  engineer. 

Resignation 
In  September  the  Board  lost  the  services  of  its  vice- 
chairman,  William  L.  Hyland,  who  resigned  because  of 
business  and  personal  reasons.  The  Board  regretted 
keenly  the  necessity  that  compelled  his  withdrawal, 
and  the  following  letter  was  sent  to  him  with  the  anno- 
tation that  by  vote  of  September  27,  1961,  it  is  hereby 
spread  upon  the  records  of  the  Board  of  Zoning  Adjust- 
ment.

The  Board  of  Zoning  Adjustment,  at  its  meeting  on  Septem- 
ber 6,   1961,  received  your  resignation  with  regret,  and  the 
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members  of  the  Board  desire  to  here  record  their  sincere  appre- 
ciation for  your  eleven  years  of  service  as  a  member,  five  years 
of  that  time  as  Vice-Chairman. 

We  wish  you  to  know  that  your  years  as  a  member  and  official 
of  the  Board,  unpaid  as  far  as  material  compensation  is  con- 
cerned, have  earned  for  you  our  sincere  appreciation  of  the 
friendship  which  we  have  been  privileged  to  enjoy  during  your 
terms  on  the  Board. 

By  your  resignation  the  City  of  Boston  has  lost  the  services 
of  a  prominent  engineer,  who  has  an  outstanding  knowledge 
of  the  city's  problems,  particularly  as  regards  zoning  and  the 
economics  of  building  site  development,  and  a  man  of  unsur- 
passed integrity,  public  spirit,  and  civic  loyalty. 

The  Board,  while  it  regrets  keenly  the  necessity  that  compels 
your  withdrawal  at  this  time,  nevertheless  accepts  freely  any 
arrangement  that  will  tend  to  promote  your  business  and 
personal  aspirations.

Board  of  Zoning  Adjustment 
Assigned  to  Building  Department 

Section  a,  Chapter  9,  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of 
1961,  dated  February  15,  1961,  contains  the  following 
ordainment : 

''There  shall  also  be  in  the  Building  Department  the 
board,  known  as  the  Board  of  Zoning  Adjustment, 
provided  for  by  Section  20  of  Chapter  488  of  the  Acts  of 
1924,  as  amended.  Said  board  shall  exercise  the  powers 
and  perform  the  duties  provided  by  statute.  Said  board 
shall  not  be  subject  to  the  supervision  or  control  of  the 
building  commissioner;  but  unless  otherwise  ordered  by 
the  mayor,  the  board  of  zoning  adjustment  shall  not 
communicate  with  the  maj^'or,  or  make  any  annual  or 
other  report,  except  through  the  building  commissioner". 

The  method  of  procedure  in  connection  with  petitions 
for  changes  in  the  boundaries  of  the  zoning  districts 
remains  unchanged.  Public  hearings,  executive  sessions, 
and  inspection  trips  were  held  as  found  necessary,  the 
staff  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  rendering 
such  assistance  as  was  essential  in  the  way  of  investiga- 
tions, field  surveys,  drafting,  and  clerical  work.  A 
detailed  record  of  the  proceedings  has  been  filed  by  the 


Building  Department  9 

Board  in  the  office  of  the  Building  Commissioner,  as 
required  by  law.  This  record  is  open  to  public  inspec- 
tion, and  notice  of  the  decision  has  been  mailed  to  all 
parties  in  interest. 

Since  the  enactment  of  the  Zoning  Law  in  1924,  a 
total  of  477  petitions  has  been  received.  A  summary  of 
action  taken  on  petitions  received  during  1961  and  a 
condensed  summary  of  all  petitions  is  contained  herein 
in  Tables  I  and  II. 


Supreme  Court  Decision 
The  Superior  Court  in  1960  had  annulled  the  favorable 
action  taken  in  September,  1959,  by  the  Board  of  Zoning 
Adjustment  in  regards  to  Petition  No.  433,  a  petition  to 
increase  the  height  limit  on  Commonwealth  Avenue 
between  Arlington  Street  and  Dartmouth  Street  and  the 
water  side  of  Beacon  Street.  The  Board  appealed  from 
the  Superior  Court  decision.  On  June  14,  1961,  the 
Supreme  Court  reversed  the  Superior  Court  decision 
and  stated  that,  "A  decree  is  to  be  entered  stating  that 
the  decision  of  the  Board  of  Zoning  Adjustment  was 
not  in  excess  of  its  authority  and  no  modification  is 
required."

Financial  Statement 

Fees  for  petition  filed  with  the  Board  are  $35  (Chapter 
30,  Section  1,  Item  360,  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of 
1961).  Ten  petitions  were  filed,  and  $350  has  been 
deposited  with  the  City  Collector  during  the  year,.

Dear  Sir: 

The  Zoning  Commission  submits  herewith,  in  accord- 
ance with  Section  25,  Chapter  3,  Revised  Ordinances  of 
1961,  its  third  annual  report,  containing  a  statement 
of  its  acts  and  doings  and  receipts  and  expenditures  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1961. 

There  were  no  new  appointments  or  reappointments  to 
the  commission  during  the  year. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  9, 
Chapter  3,  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1961,  the 
annual  meeting  was  held  on  May  24,  at  which  the 
commission  re-elected  for  the  ensuing  year  the  following 
officers:  Albert  V.  Colman,  chairman;  William  L. 
Hyland,  vice-chairman;  Mary  T.  Downey,  secretary. 
Thomas  E.  McCormick  was  reappointed  as  engineer. 

During  the  year  ten  meetings  were  held,  two  of  which 
were  full-day  meetings  lasting  from  10  a.m.  to  5  p.m. 
The  staff  of  the  Planning  Department  of  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  rendered  such  assistance  as 
was  essential  in  the  way  of  investigations,  field  surveys, 
drafting,  and  clerical  work. 

Resignation 
In  September  the  commission  lost  the  services  of  its 
vice-chairman,  William  L.  Hyland,  who  resigned  because 
of  business  and  personal  reasons.  In  addition  to  his 
service  on  the  Zoning  Commission  Mr.  Hyland  had 
served  on  the  Board  of  Zoning  Adjustment  for  a  period 
of  eleven  years,  the  last  five  years  as  vice-chairman. 
The  Commission  regretted  keenly  the  necessity  that 
compelled  his  withdrawal,  recognizing  that  his  service 
typified  the  highest  ideals  of  citizenship  and  public 
service. 
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Zoning  Commission  Assigned  to 
Building  Department 

Section  10,  Chapter  9,  of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of 
1961,  dated  February  15,  1961,  contains  the  following 
ordainment : 

''There  shall  also  be  in  the  building  department 
the  board,  known  as  the  Zoning  Commission,  pro- 
vided for  by  Section  1  of  Chapter  665  of  the  Acts 
of  1956,  as  amended.  Said  board  shall  exercise  the 
powers  and  perform  the  duties  provided  by  statute. 
Said  board  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  supervision  or 
control  of  the  building  commissioner;  but  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  mayor,  the  zoning  commis- 
sion shall  not  communicate  with  the  mayor,  or  make 
any  annual  or  other  report,  except  through  the 
building  commissioner". 

New  Issue  of  the  Proposed  Zoning  Regulation 
Due  to  the  great  number  of  changes  and  revisions 
made  in  the  proposed  zoning  regulations,  a  third  print- 
ing of  the  textual  part  of  the  code  was  issued  as  of 
April  1,  1961.  A  new  separate  edition  of  the  zoning 
maps  was  also  printed. 

Public  Hearings 

The  Commission  held  a  public  hearing  on  the  revised 
April  1,  1961,  edition  of  the  proposed  zoning  regulations 
in  the  City  Council  Chamber  on  May  10.  The  hearing 
was  continued  to  May  24  in  the  Board  of  Appeal 
hearing  room  in  City  Hall  Annex.  A  stenographic 
record  of  the  meeting  was  made,  and  as  a  result  further 
changes  in  the  code  and  the  maps  were  adopted. 

Note  is  here  also  made  that  on  January  18  representa- 
tives of  a  committee  of  the  Boston  Bar  Association  who 
had  volunteered  to  review  the  code  from  a  legal  stand- 
point very  kindly  submitted  their  findings.  With  some 
few  exceptions  their  suggested  revisions  were  adopted. 

The  new  code,  in  accordance  with  the  statutory  provi- 
sions, had  been  referred  in  April  to  Redevelopment 
Authority  for  recommendations.  The  Authority  did 
recommend  certain  changes  but  generally  made  the 
reservation  that  as  more  staff  study  is  given  to  the 
renewal  areas  it  will  be  better  prepared  to  recommend 
specific  boundary  changes.

This  report  for  the  year  1961  is  the  seventh  annual 
report  of  the  Beacon  Hill  Architectural  Commission 
and,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  616, 
Acts  of  1955,  as  amended,  is  submitted  herewith  through 
the  Building  Commissioner. 

The  Commission  has  the  duty  of  passing  on  the 
appropriateness  of  all  changes  in  the  exterior  architec- 
tural features  of  buildings  in  the  historic  Beacon  Hill 
district.  Six  meetings  were  held  during  the  year. 
Fees  received  for  certificates  of  appropriateness  were

We  are  grateful  for  the  cooperation  of  the  Building 
Commissioner,  Mr.  Robert  E.  York,  and  we  are  happy 
still  to  retain  our  secretary,  Mr.  Frank  J.  Coughlin. 
Mr.  John  W.  Priestley,  Jr.,  architect,  who  attends  all 
public  hearings  at  the  request  of  the  Beacon  Hill  Civic 
Association,  has  been  extremely  helpful  in  advising 
applicants  as  to  the  aims  and  standards  of  the  Com- 
mission. 

We  have  continued  to  receive  the  wholehearted 
cooperation  of  most  applicants,  but  we  are  sorry  to 
have  to  report  that  there  are  a  few  who  have  ignored 
the  requests  of  the  Commission.  These  have  been 
guilty  of  comparatively  minor  infractions,  but  if  these 
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infractions  are  ignored  or  are  allowed  to  increase,  the 
efficiency  of  the  law  could  be  weakened  seriously.  We 
have  called  these  cases  to  the  attention  of  the  Law 
Department,  but  so  far  no  action  has  been  taken.  I 
believe  that  if  one  or  two  of  these  cases  could  be  prosecu- 
ted successfully  our  efforts  to  retain  the  architectural 
character  of  the  district  would  be  strengthened.

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BOARD   OF   EXAMINERS 


The  Board  of  Examiners  in  the  Building  Department 
was  created  by  ordinance  in  1913  and  was  re-established 
under  legislative  act  in  1938.  Its  three  members  are 
appointed  by  the  Mayor  and  are  dehneated  under  the 
law  as  an  architect  or  engineer,  a  contractor  or  building- 
trades  mechanic,  and  an  attorney  or  person  with  some 
legal  knowledge. 

The  Board  acts  upon  applications  of  persons  desiring 
to  be  licensed  in  Boston  as  construction  superintendents, 
approving  or  rejecting  said  applications  under  certain 
regulations  adopted  by  it  as  procedure. 

Under  such  rules  the  Board  in  1961  continued  to 
examine  and  qualify  applicants  and  to  work  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  Building  Department  in  the  matter  of 
licensing  superintendents.
